A Washington correspondent writes 


that "like every other man whom the 
public Ima known little of, and who has 
been 
suddenly 
promoted 
to 
an 


important 
position, 
his 
character 


and past life are running the gauntlet of 
active criticism. Everybody is in haste 
to tell everything lie has ever seen 
about Judge Gresham, 
As yet no dam- 


aging developmenta occur,'and few men 
catering public life have a record that 
can bntter afford scrutiny or contains so 
little that needs to be concealed or 
apoligized for. He has a large family 
bat no fortune. He is over the medium 
height, has u broad angular 
faje, a 


large straight nose, and a thick bushy 
gre/wth of silver hair. When David 
Davis was a Supreme Court Justice he 
sat on circuit with Judge vJresham, Me. 
Davis is not given to meaningless com- 
pliments, but was often heard to say 
that Judge Gresham was a man emin- 
ently fitted to adora public life. 
Davis 


also warmly urged Gresham upon Gar- 
field for a placo iu his Cabinet, and he 
was assigned by Garnold to the Interior 
Department, but the Republicans of In- 
diania could not agree upon his ap- 
pointment. It is^told of him as the 
war approached its close, realizing that 
if he attained higher honors he would 
have to make an extraordinary effort, 
just before riding into the engagement 
at Leggetts Hill near Atlanta, he said : 
"Here goes for a major-generalship or 
bust." He pulled his hat over his 
eyes, put spurs to his horse, aud dashed 
off with his men. In a few moments ho 
was shot iu the ankle and came to the 
ground, losing his saddle and major- 
generalship at the same time. He is 
not a one-legged soldier, and was not 
shot full of holes, as some of his en- 
thusiastic admirers claim. His general 
health is feeble from blood poisoning 
that followed his ankle wound, but ho 
is still said to have great capacity for 
work, and as the Post Office Depart- 
ment is so admirably officered now, he 
will move smoothly in his new duties." 


The Ogden Pilot says this is au aera 


of railroad building and notwithstanding 
the frequuut asseitioiis that the rails are 
being laid down faster than the demands 
of business will justify, still the work 
goes on and no man can tell when it 
wilt stop. Two transcontinental rail- 
ways have beeu completed and now for 
through connection between the Atlantic 
aud Pacific oeeaus, and at least five 
other great corporations are bending 
their utmost energies to get their lines 
through. 
The Northern Pacific will 


have its line completed and in operation 
by midsummer; the Oregon Short Line 
will doubtless be completed to Puget 
Sound within three years; the Atlantic 
& Pacific and the Texas Pacific, and 
tho Atchisou, Topek» & Santa Fe roads 
are all pointing westward and doing 
work looking to the completion of their 
roads in tho near future. 
Rumor says 


that the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company's Hue will evidently be ex- 
tended from Baker City to Ogden; also, 
that the Denver <fe Rio Grande will go 
through to the Piioiflo Coast, aud that 
the Utah Central will before long reach 
the count of Southern California. In the 
meantime all the various trunk lines 
will run ont feeders, and the present 
generation will see a perfect network of 
railroads in this great Western country.

In 1872 the question arose in 
the Interior Department whether the 
granting act was not in itself the legis- 
lative withdrawal of all lands within the 
granting 
limits, taking effect imme- 


diately upon fixing the general 
route. 


An executive withdrawal, however, w&s 
made in the States and Territories of 
the indemnity limits not covered by tho 
legislative withdrawal under the act 
The fact that the decision of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior in 1872 held that 
these lands were withdrawn by legisla- 
tive action operated to keep people ofl 
the lands. Thousands are now waiting 
to take them if they are thrown open 
Mr. Reddington is of the opinion tha' 
under the decision of the Secretary they 
will be thrown open to settlement.

The .Stur Ho 11 to Argument.

President, Arthur has disappointed 


the politicians and pleased the country 
in his choice of Postmaster-General. 
Judge Walter Q. Gresham, of ludianu, 
who is appointed to that responsible 
position, had scarcely been u a coed in 
the discussions of tho subject, and ho 
cume into the Cabinet witkou$ "bnok- 
iiig" of any kind except that of his owu 
record and character.

THE CAJtSON PEBUTENI'IA.ft'K. 


A Party of Comsfoclxoni Visit the 


State Prison and Inspect its 
Surroundings. 


[Virginia Chronicle.] 


Not long since the scientific world was 


amazed by the discovery of huge foot- 
prints in the yard to the south of the 
Carson State Prison. A party of Vir- 
ginians through the courtesy of Mr. 
Fernum, Captain of the Guards, were 
allowed to inspect these tracks and 
other objects of interest around the 
penitentiary. 
On arriving at the prison 


the inmates were found to be exercising 
in the yard, some engaged in playing 
ball, others pitching quoits, 
others 


lounging, etc. This recreation is en- 
joyed by the prisoners on Sunday only 
and the hours are from 8 to 10 x. M. At 
tho sound of a bell they immediately 
cease their sort, fall into lino and are 
marched into the prison, two men 
counting the unhappy inmates as they 
pass in single file, the number afterward 
being announced by tho guard on tke 
wall. The remainder of the day is 
spout by the prisoners in reading, talk- 
ing politics or amusing 
themselves^'as 


they see fit. 


The prison quarry in which the foot- 


prints are found is surrounded on three 
sides by perpendicular cliffs from 12 to 
13 feet high. The fourth wall is formed 
by the prison building itself. Guard- 
houses are stationed at regular intervals 
on the walls and guards with menacing 
guns are always alert to prevent an out- 
break. A traveler is not allowed to ap- 
proach within 20 feet of the walls, and 
even then he is covered by the guns of 
tho guards until he is a considerable 
distance from the prison. 
The mam- 


moth tracts were the principal features 
in which the party were interested. 
There are unmistakable tracks of ele- 
phuuts, bir'ls, deer and many other ani- 
mals. Indeed, Captain Farnurn showed 
the party the scene of what was sup- 
posed to be a conflict between two t.'i- 
ganteans of the human species. Piaster 
casts were taken of many of the foot- 
piints by a party of California scientists. 
During the visit of Professor Harkness 
of tho California Acadamy of Sciences, 
that gentleman caused more excavations 
to bo made in the quarry, which re- 
sulted iu the uncovering of tuore foot- 
prints. These were a continuation of 
those found in the yard, and the stride 
indicated them to have been made by 
some gigantic quadruped. 


The shoe shop, carpenter shop and 


other objects of interests were visited by 
the party, who expressed wonder at the 
skill of the convicts and the numerous 
appliances provided to aid the work. 
Also tho neatness of the interior, as 
well as the surroundings. The atten- 
tion paid by Captain Farnum and depu- 
ties was certainly not the least pleasura- 
ble of the party's experience. 


NORTHERN BAILBOAD TALK. 


The Greenville Bulletin publishes the 


annexed : 


A communication appeared in the 


last week's issue of the liassen Advocate 
on the subject of railroad sonneotiou 
between the counties of Lassen and 
Plumas and the Central Paoiffo railroad. 
After alluding to the groat possibilities 
of Lassen aa an agricultural region, and 
to Flttmas for its mining resources, the 
writer suggests that the people of both 
counties might unite and build a road 
themselves wi h their own means. He 
admits that each bounty would have to 
build a branch road through its own 
territory, and then says that these 
branches would bo united and the rest 
of the road finished by joint effort. The 
writer further admits that he is imper- 
fectly acquainted with the geography of 
this region; very little inquiry would 
have taught him that such bic.aches as 
he proposes mupt be continued as far as 
the present terminus of the Nevada and 
Oregon railroad before they could con- 
nect, or very nearly that far. This be- 
ing so there is nothing left requiring 
any joint action of the two counties. A 
branch road from either county to be of 
any service must be at least sixty miles 
in length to reach the N. & O. rood; 
every dollar of capital now in both 
counties is needed to carry on the pres- 
ent business; it is simply impossible for 
either county to build sixty miles of 
railroad, not to speak of equipments. 
If Lassen or Plumas county, or both, is 
to have a railroad the capital to build it 
must come from somewhere else.

The following Act of Congress is pub- 


lished for tho informatioTi of all persons 
in this State interested therein : 


An Act to extend the time for filing 


claims for horses and equipments lost 
by officers and enlisted men in the ser- 
vice of the United States, aud for other 
purposes. 
' Be it enacted by the SStmfUo and House 
of .Representative of tho United State* 
of America m Congress assembled, That 
the time lor tiling claims for horses and 
equipments lost by officers diiii enlisted 
men in the military service of the 
United States, which expired by limita- 
tion on the 31st day of'December, 1875, 
be, and the same is hereby, extended to 
one year from aud after the passage of 
this Act; and that all such claims filed 
in the proper department before the 
passage of this Act shall be deemed to 
have been filed iu due time, and shall 
be considered and decided without refil- 
ing. 


Section 2. That all claims arising 


under the Act approved March 3, 1849, 
entitled "An Act to provide for the pay- 
ment of horses and other property lost 
or destroyed in the military service of 
the 
United States," 
and 
nil Acts 


amendatory thereof, which shall not bo 
filed in the proper department within 
one year frosn and after the passage of 
this Act, shall be forever barred, and 
shall not be received, considered, or 
audited by any department of the Gov- 
ernment. 


Approved January 9, 1883, 
It is known that many residents o< 


this State who served in the various In- 
dian wars, as well us in that from 1861 
to 1885, lost their private horses aud 
equipments in such service. 


The Act above quoted gives all such 


persons oue year within which to file 
their claim1? for such losses. 


Attention is called to the following 


provisions of this law, to-wit : 


1. Losses iu any of the Indian wars, 


in this or any othor States or Terri- 
tories, will be paid, as well as losses in 
the war of 1861 to 1865. 


2. Losses by officers, enlisted men, 


scouts, guides and all other persons 
actually oiignged in the military service, 
are included iu the provisions of this 
law. 


U 
This law extends to losses in any 


iuiifr uot the result of tbo soldier's 


own fault or negligouoe. Ibis includes 
losses in battle, by capture, for want of 
fonigo, by overheating, hard usage, ac- 
cidents of oil sorts, disease, theft by de- 
serters, from forced marches, or from 
my other cause arising in the line of 
military duty. 
i 
The time for filing these claims 


expires 
January ii, 1884. All such 


claims not presented to the proper de- 
partment of tho Uuited States by this 
iato will be foruver barred; but if the 
application is filed prior to January 8, 
1884, the proof necessary to complete 
the claim may be filed at any date.

The Betty O'Neal Mining Company, 


of Lewis, was attached yesterday,

'Yesterday morning the assay office of

He and Scott were 
arrested and charged with grand liu-ceuy 
Lucas states that his arrest had been 
caused by Detective Harry N. Morse 
through professional jealousy; and that 
the introduction and contractor scheme 
•was all in the lino of his business ns a 
detective. He denied ever having re- 
ceived the money. Scott also saytj that 
Lucas was not connected with the af- 
fair. Lucas declares that he has 198 
agents under his control. The police 
report that he bus a good record as a 
"confidence man," and that he served a 
term of six mouths in the Aldmeda 
county jail, for having obtained money 
by representing himself as a Govern- 
ment agent.

The CUuut Sloth lu Iowa. 


Our readers will recall the suggestion 


of Professor Marsh that the man-like 
footprints in tho quarry of the Nevada 
State Prison might have been mude by 
a giant sloth, though no other vestiges 
of the animal had been found in that 
region. 
Professor Marsh's suggestions 


gives special interest to a recent fiud of 
bones of this extinct animal, in a sand 
pit near Council Bluffs, Iowa. 
The 


bluff formation along the Missouri river, 
in western Iowa, is composed of ex- 
tremely fine silt oemwnted by lime. 
The Bluffs, which are from 300 to 400 
feet high, rest on the ordinary drift of 
the Iowa prairie which overlie oolitic 
limestone. 
At intervals of two or throe 


miles are pockets of pure sand from 200 
to 400 feet deep. It WAS iu opeuiug one 
of these deposits the bones were found 
in large quantities. It is said that no 
similar discovery has bneu made in that 
region. 
Tbo skulls were in fairly good 


preservation, but the most of them were 
badly injured bv_ tho careless and igno- 
rant workmen. 
The teeth, which are 


well preserved, are from three to four 
inches in length. The find has been 
taken in baud by a local scientific asso- 
ciation, and careful explorations of tho 
sand beds will be made.
